resident Donald Trump was impeached by the U.S. 
House of Representatives Wednesday night, becom- 
ing only the third American chief executive to be for- 
mally charged under the Constitution’s ultimate rem- 
edy for high crimes and misdemeanors. 

The historic vote split along party lines, much the 
way it has divided the nation, over the charges that 
the 45th president abused the power of his office by 
enlisting a foreign government to investigate a polit- 
ical rival ahead of the 2020 election. Then a majority 


of the House approved a second charge, that he obstructed Congress 


in its investigation. 


The articles of impeachment, the political equivalent of an indict- 
ment, now go to the Senate for trial. If Trump is acquitted by the 
Republican-led chamber, as expected, he would have to run for 
reelection carrying the enduring mark of impeachment on his pur- 


posely disruptive presidency. 


Democrats led Wednesday night’s voting, framed in what many 
said was their duty to protect the Constitution and uphold the 
nation’s system of checks and balances. Republicans stood by their 
party’s leader, who has frequently tested the bounds of civic norms. 
Trump called the whole affair a “witch hunt,’ a “hoax” and a “sham,” 


and sometimes all three.

Family tells court of deep 
loss from Bayshore crash 


At a hearing for 

two accused men, 

a husband anda 
father speak of pain.

TAMPA — The family of a 
mother and her young daugh- 
ter who were killed in a horrific 
crash on Bayshore Boulevard 
more than a year ago spoke 
out Wednesday during a rou- 
tine court hearing for the two 
men accused of causing their 
deaths. 

David Raubenolt, husband 
of Jessica Reisinger-Raubenolt 
and father of their 21-month- 
old daughter, Lillia, stood in a 
black suit and tie and sobbed 
heavily as he implored Hills- 
borough Circuit Judge Christo- 


pher Nash to bring justice. 

“I am the remaining survi- 
vor from the extinction of the 
Raubenolt-Reisinger bloodline 
on May 23, 2018,” Raubenolt 
said. “Since the unspeakable 
and terrifying death of my wife 
and daughter, I’ve suffered hor- 
rifically every moment. It is 
nearly impossible to put into

Moffitt 
chief, 
others 
resign 


Dr. Alan List and five 
others are out amida 
federal investigation 
about ties to China.

Dr. Alan List, the chief execu- 
tive officer and president of H. Lee 
Moffitt Cancer Center & Research 
Institute in Tampa, resigned under 
pressure Wednesday amid a con- 
troversy that linked him and oth- 
ers at the hospital to possible 
exploitation of American-funded 
research by 
China. 

List was 
joined by 
Thomas Sell- 
ers, a vice presi- 
dent and direc- 
tor at Moffitt, 
and four of the 
cancer center’s 
researchers, 
who also resigned abruptly. The 
departures come during a time 
of heightened scrutiny by fed- 
eral agencies of foreign attempts 
to take advantage of American- 
backed medical research. Among 
the investigating agencies is the 
National Institutes of Health, one 
of the largest funding sources for 
medical research in the world. 

Timothy Adams, Moffitt’s 
board chairman, will assume 
responsibilities for operating 
the center while a national CEO 
search is underway. 

Moffitt’s internal compli- 
ance office launched an inter- 
nal investigation into the hospi- 
tal’s partnership with any China 
research arms and found sev- 
eral “compliance violations,” 
officials said. Most were linked 
to Moffitt employees’ personal 
involvement in China’s “Thou- 
sand Talents” program, which is 
designed to recruit researchers 
and other experts from Ameri- 
can and European universities 
and companies.
